A. PETITION TO REVIVE UNDER 37 CFR 1.137(a) ON GROUNDS OF 
UNAVOIDABLE DELAY 

1. Applicants filed the captioned case no. 09/872,810 on 06/04/2001 and on 
07/3 1/01 received a Notice to File Missing Parts (Exhibit "A"). 

2. Applicants timely responded to said 07/3 1/01 Notice by filing of Declarations for each 
inventor. 

3. Applicants had earlier instructed their Draftsman to commence work on formal drawings 
(Exhibit "B") 

4. Almost two (2) years then passed without applicants receiving any communication from 
the USPO. 

5. Concerned that the application had been lost, or otherwise removed from usual handling,, 
or alternatively that applicants had not received one or more communications duly issued 
from the USPO, Applicants wrote a Status Request letter dated 07/28/2003 (Exhibit "C"). 

6. More months passed without any communication from the USPO and without 
specifically a reply to the Status Request letter. 

7. The posting of the letter of July 28, 2003 was intended to bring certitude to the 
application process that had been cast into uncertainty by the lack of communication from 
the USPO. 

8. The letter of July 28, 2003 therefore maintained the application in an active status and 
hence not subject to a holding of abandonment at least until said Status Request letter was 
acted on by the USPO. 

9. Said letter was never acted upon by the USPO. 

10. A Notice of Abandonment dated 1 1/24/2003 (Exhibit "D") was issued and received by 
applicants. 





11. The Notice of Abandonment made reference to the Exhibit "A" 07/31/01 Notice to 
File Missing Parts but made no reference to the Exhibit "C" Status Inquiry letter of July 
28, 2003. 

12. The delay in responding to all requirements of the 07/31/01 Notice was made 
unavoidable by the lack of response by the USPO to applicants' letter of July 28, 2003. 

13. Formal drawings are submitted concurrently with this Petition. 

14. Wherefore applicants respectfully request the Commissioner to grant a Petition to 
Revive under 37 1.137(a) on grounds of unavoidability.

10. The error was inadvertent.
